Twelve Seymour districts are required to 
bear a much larger draft than sixteen Wads- 
worth districts, polling nearly doable the 
number of votes. 

Tbe Second District, Brooklyn, and the 
six districts in New York City, the Fourth 
to the Ninth, polling 92,893 votes, being 
only about one sixth of tbe whole number, 
are required to furnish 28.920 conscriptH, 
being about two-6fths uf tlie whole number. 
That is, seven districts are to furnish two- 
fifibs of the conscripts, and twenty-one dis- 
tricts three 6fths. 

In further proof ol the fact thai the city of 
New York has furniiibed more then its quota 
of volanteers, it may be noted that, in the 
six districts of that city, tbe averase falling 
off of tbe total vote !o 1862 from the toul 
voie of 1860, was 3,122. while in the other 
twentT-five districts in the State theaverage 
falling i.fT \\A3 only 2,19G, r.early l.COO less. 
The whole truth is evco sToui^rr than this, 
for never of late years lias an election in the 
city been so generally attended as was the 
one in 18G2. 'L'he city contains nearly 250 
electiji) districts, and in each of these per- 
sons caroe up to register themselves who had 
not voted in many years. In some cases 
there were fifty such persons in a district, 
and some of them bad not voted in twenty 
years. 

I have purposely made the above stste- 
ments by politicil dsssifieations. Many 
persons express a great dislike of political 
divisions at tbe present time. Tbe Presi- 
dent, especially, in a letter to tbe officers of 
an Albany Democratic meetirig, deplored 
the facts that it was a meeting of Democrats. | 
Facts, however, can not be destroyed by ' 
concealment. The enrollment is a partisan ' 
enrollment, and it is better to show tbnt it 
is so. while iu politieial diaeriminatioos can 
be ooireeted. I have confidence to tbe 
President that he will be so tone to the sen- 
timent which excepted a Democratic meet- 
ing, as to compel t\ie abandonment of an 
attempt to use tbe Conscription Act as an 
engine of wrong and oppression to the Dem- 
ocratic pnrty. 

In some districts there are omissions, 
more or less numerous, from the enroll- 
ment. The political preferences of the per- 
sons omitted need not be ststed, nor need 
those who do not approve of tbe policy of 
tbe Administration even express a regret. 
Col. Fry says in bis letter that in such ca- 
ses, "the General Government is alone the 
loser." This is not strictly correct. The 
omissions ara most numerous in districts 
largely in favor of the policy of the Ad- 
ministration, and by the under-enrollment 
tbe people of those districts are deprived of 
an opportnoity to do their equal share of 
fighting in tbe field to sustain the policy 
tbey indorse by large majorities at the bal- 
lot-box.

Tne CoTWin Proposition — An Item ot 
Political History— Senator Sherman's 
Speech. 

In the speech of Senator John Sherman, 
at Cbi{licothe,Ohio, asrsportedio the Cbei- 
tnereialof yesterday, we find the following: 

"A proposition was introdaoed by Mr. 
Corwin, one of the most distinguished Rep- 
resentatives on the floor, to engraft into 
the Constitution of the United States an 
amendment that would specifically declare 
that no Northern State, or Congress should 
ever interfere with slavery in the Southern 
States. This was proposed for the purpose 
of placing it beyond tbe reach of Congress, 
or the people of the North, to molest the 
slave owaem in the posssssion of their slave. 
And that praporiUoa passed both Hoosesof 
Gongraes by a two-thirds Tots, and woald 
now have been engrafied In the Gonstution 
of the United States but for the fact that 
the secession of the Southern States pre- 
vented the accomplishment of the object." 

The Corwin Proposition did not touch the | 
subjectjin dispute, which was slavery in the 
Territories, and not in the States. It only 
proposed to put in tha Constitution what 
was already there, that slavery in the States 
should not be interfered with by the Fed- 
eral Government* Bven this proposition, 
whose passage Kr. Sherman now considers 
a guarantee to tha Atili, was wtai against 
in Coigaeis in both Houee and Senate, by a 
myority of the Republican parti/, which was 
then just coming into povverl Was there 
much that tbe South coul l felicitate itself 
On in that vote? It was evident that more 
than one-half of the Republican party 
were determined to interfere with slavery 
in the States, if any importance at all could 
be attached to the resolution. It was cer- 
tain that the amendment, in tbe face of 
such an oppoaition, ooald not be made a 
part of the Constitntioo, for the Bepnblicans 
had every State Legislatora, and more *han 
one-half of them woald not adopt it. In 
point of fact, hut one or two Republican 
Stata Legislatures ever did ratify it. In 
the House, sixty-five Republicans out of 
117 voted against it, and in the Senate 
twelve out of twenty-two. Of our Ohio 
delegation seven Republicans voted against 
it. and only tfiree, with Mr. Sherman for 
it. Tha Corwin Besolation, therefore with 
the majority of the Administration partly 
against it, was a source of disqnietade and 
alarm to the South instead of an aasoranoe 
of good faith. The allusion by Mr Sher- 
man to it was very unfortunate. In tbe 
South at the time, much stress was laid 
upon the fact that ".he majority of the par- 
ty coming into power were not even willing 
to saj they would not interfere with slavery 
in* the States, and th.it self-preservalioa, 
therefore, demanded that they should with- 
draw from the Union, where thaic tights 
were in datiger. — Otn. £nq.

Tha voters who 
bad not heretofore acted with the Union 
party were not allowei to vote at all. Au 
order of G. W. Barry, District Provost Mar- 
shal under the Conscript Law, forbade the 
judges of election to take the vote of any 
man who had baen classed with tbe Southern 
party; the jqdgesof election were to be ssnt 
to Camp Chase if tbey received such votes. 
My informant says that this order of Berry 
was BuflScieot excase for bad men, and tbey 
folly lived *ap to it at Rutland,' and be on- 
deratood the same thing occured at Cole- 
mansville Precinct. Only two men of this 
class voted at Rutland, and in the afternoon 
'they were arrested, brought back, and re- 
leased upon condition that they would allow 
their names to be scratched off, which was 
done.' They had voted for Mecaies and 
Ward. 'No more infamous condaek was 
ever heard of than at Rutland.' 

The proclamations and orders and soldiers 
wsre sent to all the voting-places in the 
connty, and in this w«y legal voters weia 
deterreni every- where. At Cyntbiana, tha 
Captain of tbe squad disappointed tbe Re- 
publicans. He made their outside com- 
mittee of challengers leave the polls, and 
said that every body who could vote should 
cot be interferred with by them. In con- 
sequence of this movement, A. H. Ward 
got a majority of 122 at Cyntbiana. and was 
elected by 8 or 9 votes. If the soldiers bad 
done that much (or freedom at the other 
voting places. Ward would have been elected 
by 600. There was, perhaps, less of oat- 
rage in Harrisoa County than in any other 
connty of tb^sOistrict.

some inexplicable mistake of Divine Provi- 
dence, we have failed to realize. But ad- 
mitting tbe practicability, tbe economy and 
benignity of a military government over the 
conquered South, there are perplexing ques 
tions worthy of more spaee than we are able 
just now to give to them, reapeoting ita ef- 
fect upon onraelvea. A clamor was once 
raised by the loyal (!) preaa over a remark 
which, we believe, appeared in the Enquirer, 
that: 'a government of force over a con- 
quered people abroad would necessitate a 
government of force over a disfranchised 
people at home.* The remark was sus- 
pected of disloyalty — though for what par- 
ticular reason we could never ascertain; and 
several people with spindle shanks, wintrj- 
noses and dyspepsia, were very sure that 
tbev discovered in it eoncloaive aymptoma 
of ayropathy with secession. 

Whether or not tbe remark still continues

William Whiting, Solicitor, of the War 
Office, has written a letter to the Union 
League of Philadelphia, which is published. 
Being Solicitor of the War Office, it is prob- 
able that the opinions ot Mr. Whiting, up- 
on^-tlui imsent and foture of the country, 
may ba not improperly taken as a reflection 
of thoaa of bia department and of the Ad- 
minbtration. that ia to aay, if tbe Adminis- 
tration as sn unit can be preeamad to'havia 
any opinions upon tbe sulijeet. 

Mr. Whiting labors to demonstrate that 
tbe restoration of the Union, that is to say, 
the reinstatement of the insurgent States 
in their old relations with tbe others, under 
the Constitution, would be unwise and im- 
practicable. He fails to recognise compul- 
sion and war as means to pradoee those 
feelioga of amity which are reqaisite for 
the harmony and cotiUnoanea of a national 
bond, of which consent is prsaamed to be 
tbe fonndation, and argues that a formal 
restoration would only inaugurate anarchy, 
with a perpetual tendency to open hostili- 
ties, lu these views Mr. Whiiiug is un- 
doubtedly correct, assuming that war is the 
only agency which is to be employed; 
and we are glad to take ahelter under his 
authority while assenting to cnnelaaioos 
which, if not now, net long ago, to have ata- 
ted as onr osm, woold have acbjeeted aa to 
tbe charge of disloyalty and sympathy with 
rebellion, if not to severer inflictions.

Every s^ate of things is but a stage in an 
endless procession of events — one of the i 
causes of some effect, which is itself the 
cause of another — and so on eternally The 
power does not exist upon earth, never did 
and nLver will exist, which can create a 
condition and liecree and secure its contin- 
uance: and liie more arbitrary and artificial 
a coiitrivaoce, the briefer will be its period 
of duration. 

We may establish institutions for the 
South; but the question is.

Failing in this, it does not amount 
to anything' Rich Mountain was a great 
affair until the battle at Fort Donelsoo, and 
that in tarn atmk into insignifficance before 
tbe bloody field of Sbilob. Aotietam 
caused tbe latter-named place to ba almost 
forgotten; and so the war went on, every 
battle being only signalized by the greater 
amount of blood than bad marked ita pred- 
ecessors. 

The public mind wants blood. An ad- 
vance of five hundred miles into the heart 
'of the enemy's country is all of no impor- 
tance, unless the path of the army is made 
, white by the hones of the slain. Who says 
we are* not a military people? Tbe eye 
I which wept over the fallen at the first bat 
tie of Bull Run now eagerly scans tbe tele 
graphic dispatches daily, to learn tbe tale of 
more slaughter. Unless it finds that com- 
inousurate with its cry for blood, it turns 
away dissatisfied. If Charleston should sur- 
render to day, without another gun being 
fired, it would notcome up to the public ex 
pectation. There must be desperate 
charges, breastworks must be carried by 
storm, trenchea mast be filled with tbe 
slain, batteries must be seized and turned 
on the toe, breaches made in the walls, and 
all the other scenes incidental to tbe battle- 
field must be enacted before the general 
taste for war can ba appeased.

Hovr the Election was Cariied. 

CoTiKOTOH, Kt., Aug. 13, 1853. 
the Editors of the Enquirer: 

This :s tho first ilay I t ave felt able to 
l^ave hoaie t-ince the time fixed by law for 
»ii annua", election, except that on day before 
yetiterday, I went to see my Doctor with 
some difficulty. 

I went to my place of voting — the 'Stone- 
yard' precinct — on election day, between ten 
and eleven o'clock, A. M. I found soldiers 
stationed at the polls, the oflBeera of election 
inside, among whom was the high Sheriff 
of the connty. Hi F. Bowen, and some out- 
side men, who, as I have b?on informed, had 
been appointed by the U.)ion League to 
superinteml tho eieclion. 0:;o of these men, 
named Henry Ma'tlicws, approached me 
when I g't (10. ir the place of voting, and 
aslied me if I wished to vote. I said I did. 
lie then banded me a ticket, whick I took 
but did not examine; and then I went np to 
the window where the Clerk was taking 
votes, and presented myself. The Clerk 
asked my name, which I gave, and be set it 
down; then I took m v ticket from my pocket 
(the one I had brought from home with me, 
the Wickiiffe ticket, with the names of 
Menzies for Congress at^d llifhardson for 
the Legislature added), which I handed tbe 
Clerk, who seemed to be slow about setting 
down the vote, looking closely at the ticket; 
and while he was deliberating, there began 
a whistle behind him in tbe room contain- 
ing the ofiBcers, and immediately this Henry 
Matthews came up to me, and asked me 
what I had done with tho ticket he gave 
me, and at the same time he grabbed at the 
ticket I had handed the Clerk, and then 
struck me a blow, whick knocked me, head 
shoulders, into tho window, and continued 
to heat me until I was down on the sidewalk 
near the window, my nose cotand bleeding; 
there he kicked me in tbe face, and whilst 
be was kicking me I heard the voice of the 
Sheriff, /rotTi the iiiside, saying 'Don't, Hen., 
don't,' and soon Matthews quit; and the gang 
around congratulatiLg lien, on hisgood day's 
work. I was then taken to Dr. Wagner's, 
not far off. 

I do not know whether my vote was set 
do wn or not, nor whether Matthews sncceed- 
ed in getting the ticket he grabbed at. At 
least one hnodred naturalized Germans of 

my neighborhood were kept away from the 
election by this affair, loan bafely say; and 
I think that is what was meant by ilen.'s 
'good daya's work.' Matthews was not drunk 
at the time of his attack on me, aa far aa I i 
could see. ' 

Mr. Editor, I came to this country in Au- 
gust, 1847; landed in Cincinnati on the 3d 
of that month; waa naturalized in 1852; 
lived in Cincinnati, in the 6th and 15th 
Wards — from August 8, 1847, to May, 1856 
— when I moved to Covington, where I have 
since lived. I have never been sued, • 
criminally nor civilU-, except once as one I 
of the trustees of a church, and 1 have never 
bad a personal difficulty with a neighlmr, 
nor any other difficulty, .except tha one I 
have described, on tbe sixteenth anniversary 
of my settling in this country of freedom, 
and then 1 was beaten by an electioa bally, 
appointed by tbe party that claim aR'tha 
patriotism. Tbe Judges inside did not dis- 
courage tho bullies outside, altbongb a band 
of soldiers was furnished to them, ostensibly 
to 'keep order.' According to the way this 
election was conducted, it might very rea- 
sonably ba said, that the soldiers were kept 
by the Judges to enable them to have tba 
outside bolliea protected in keeping eitiaen* 
from axereisiog tbe right of aaffraga.

I have read the resolutions of the Demo- 
cratic party, as expressed 'at their Gooven- 
tiona in most of the nortbem States.
